Methodist ministers of Atlanta, asking 
the bishop to make no change in the 
presiding elder of the Atlanta district, 
and of another telegram informing 
the bishop that the Methodist stew- 
ards would held a meeting to discuss 
the proposed change.

Mrs. Frances Jones Inman, widow of 
the late Walker P. Inman, will receive 
$58,500 from the Inmap estate, accord- 
ing to an agreement reached yester- 
day by the receivers, Mrs. Harriet F. 
Brandon and Mrs. May Inmag Gray, 
who are also the residuary heirs. 

Mrs. Inman will receive this sum in 
satisfaction of her claim against the 
estate for $67,000, in accordance with 
a contract she held with the late Mr. 
Inman, that she be protected by the es- 
tate for one-half the amount of her. in+ 
terest In Inman & Co,. Im .this she had 
invested the $135,000 teft her by Mr. 
Inman, which was wiped out by the 
failure of Inman & Co. 

Agreement by Receivers. 

Mrs. Brandon agreed to pay Mrs. 
Inman $383,500 and Mrs. Gray agreed 
to pay $25,000; with the stipulation 
that Mrs. Inman release James R. Gray 
from the contract to hold her blame- 
less from the gebts of Inman & Co. 

Under further agreement reached by 
the receivers and the attorneys in the 
case, the following claims are to be 
settled by former Governor Joseph M. , 
Terrell, acting as arbitrator: 

The claim of King & Spalding and 
John lL. Hopkins & Sons for $25,000 
fee for filing the bill for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the estate. 

The claim of Rosser & Brandon 
fees for the 
ecutors before the appointment of the 
receivers and the determination of 
the sum to be paid Rosser & Brandon 
as attorneys for the receivers. 

The application of Mrs. Brandon for 
fees as executrix. 

The application of James R. Gray 
for, fees as executor, whatever amount 
allowed to be applied to the payment 
of his debts to the estate. 

Under the agreement there is to be 
no appeal from the decision of Gov- 
ernor Terrell. Rosser & Brandon made 
no estimate as to the sum due them 
for services as attorneys for: the re- 
ceivers, as the case was settled while 
Mr. Brandon was on the stand and 
before this point was reached. 

A Most Neted Case, 

The deciston of Governor Terrell on 
these points will bring to a close one 
of the most noted caséds in the history 
of the Atlanta c!lvil courts, The case 
has develope® some of the best finan- 
ciering ever witnessedin Atlanta, and 
Rosser & Brandon, who acted as at- 
torneys for the executors under the 
will, and later for the receivers under 
the appointment of Judge John T. Pen- 
dieton, are being highly praised for 
their work. Shortly before his death 
Mr. Inman left a memorandum in his 
own handwriting, in which he valued 
his estate at $1,600,000. Shortly after 
his death, through the failure of In- 
man & Co., the estate was called on to 
pay $707,000, on indorsements made by 
Mr. Inman for Inman & Co., and James 
R, Gray. In addition, there were spe- 
cial bequests to pay amounting to 
$350,000. Alk these have been paid, 
and there is left between $900,000 and 
a million dollars to be diyided  be- 
tween the residuary heirs, Mrs. Bran- 
don and Mrs. Gray. It will be seen 
that the estate has been made to yield 
fully $400,000 more than it was valued 
at by Mr. Inman, despite the fact 
that a large number of pieces of cen- 
tral realty had to be so'd during a 
time of depression.

Scene Was Impressive. : 

The scene was impressive, but in no 
sense exciting, except that the house 
was packed to its utmost capacity and 
a great array of strange faces was 
seen on the benches, owing to the 
presence of numbers of peers who 
only appe@r in the house in most ex- 
ceptional cases. None would have sup- 


posed that the proceeding was _ des- 
tined not only to prove memorable in 
the annals of British history, but pos- 
sibly also involving far-reaching 
changes in the British constitution.

Nearly fif- 
teen minutes were occupied in clearing 
the house. the tellers for division be- 
ing Earl Waldegrave, Viscount 
Churchill, Baron Denman and Lord 
ColebrooKkKe. 

When the vote was announced, just 
before midnight, as 3650 to 75 in favor 
of the amendment(’‘a few mixed cheers 
,were heard. Owtng to the crowded 
state of the chamber, the tellers had 
some difficulty in forcing their way 
through to Lord Loreburn, Lord High 
Chancellor. The ear! of Crewe imme- 
diately moved an adjournment, and the 
house rose. 

An eager, epectant crowd was 
awaiting the result in the central hall 
and when the figures of the vote be- 
came known there was a slight attempt 
at demonstrations. The officials, how- 
ever, speedily cleared the hall and in 
a few minutes the lobbies and precincts 
were empty. 

Able Lords Remained Away. 

It is worthy of note that: Lord St.

Industrial leaders and business 
men of Birmingham are almost unan- 
imous in thefr belief that the result 
was a rebuke to drastic measures and 
the exception of the people of Ala- 
bama of their determination to return 
to conservatism. Leaders of the Bir- 
mingham chamber of commerce be- 
lieve the election will have the effect 
of bringing a great deal of eastern 
capital to Alabama which has been 
timid for the past two or three years.

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UN 13 RAILROADS 


Switchmen to the : Num- 
ber of 2,300 Go Out. 


Leading Railroads of the North- 
west Are Involved --- Wheat 
Bulges in Chicago as Result 
of the Strike---Statement by 
Roads and Strikers. 


St. Paul, Minn., November 30.—Aft- 
er fifteen days of negotiating between 
the Switchmen’s Union of North 
America and the joint committee of 
railroad managers, representing thir- 
teen railroads of the northwest, a 
strike, involving 2,300 switchmen, be- 
came effective at 6 o'clock tonight. 
The men demanded 6 cents more an 
hour, and double pay for Sunday, and 
overtime in excess of ten hours. The 
men are employed by the various rail- 
roads running west.and north of St. 
Paul and Lake Superior to the Pacific 
coast. 

The first effect of the strike was a 
sharp bulge in the price of wheat in 
the Chicago grain market late today. 
As the roads entering St. Paul, Duluth 
and Superior are largely grain carriers 
from the west, the prospect of inter- 
ruption to this traffic caused some to 
fear delayed deliveries of grain. 

Tonight both sides to the dispute is- 
sued statements: 

What Roads Offered. 

The railroad managers’ committee, 
in its statement, after setting forth 
the demands made of them by the 


switchmen, says, in part: 

“The managers’ committee offered the 
switchmen an increase of 20 cents per 
day of ten hours in the rates of pay 
of switchmen employed ‘in the terri- 
tory ‘west of Havre, -Mont., on the 
Great Northern railway, and west of 
Billings, Mont., on the Northern Pa- 
cific railway. 

“The attention of the switchmen was 
called to the fact that in 1906 the 
switchmen were granted a larger per- 
centage of increase than any other 
class of employees in train service. At 
present the wages of the switchmen 
average over $100 a month.” 

The statement then says that in 
submitting its final answer to the 
switchmen the managers suggested

“Before the conferences with 
Messrs. Knapp and Neill had begun, 
despite the understanding reached in 
the conferences, the mediation under 
the Erdman act should be evoked, and 
without the knowledge of either the 
managers’ committee or mediators, a 
strike order was issued by the switch- 
men’s committee. directing the switch- 
men of the thirteen northwestern 
railroads to cease work at 6 p. m., No- 
vember 30, in the event that their full 
demands had not been conceded. 

“This violation of good faith so 
embarrassed the negotiations that suc- 
cessful mediation became impossible, 
and led-to the demand by Messrs. 
Knapy and Neill, addressed to both the 
managers’ committee and.the switch- 
men, that the controversy be submitted 
to arbitration under the terms of the 
Erdman act. To this proposal the 
managers’ committee gave its willing 
assent; but the switchmen absolutely 
declined it.” 

* What the Switchmen Say. 

Speaking for the switchmen tonight, 
President Hawley said, in part: 

“I have never seen a time when the 
men were so thoroughly organized and 
ready for concerted action as in the 
present instance. This strike will re- 
suit in the most complete tie-up of 
railroad traffic in the territory af- 
fected that has ever been Known, not 
even excepting the great strike of 1894. 
From now on, not a switch engine will 
move in the territory between the 
head of the lakes and the Pacific coast. 

“We did not wish a strike, and used 
every reasonable means to.avoid one. 

“We have advised every member that 
from the moment the strike begins, he 
must keep away from the companies’ 
property, obey the law, commit no act 
of violence, nor do anything that will 
reflect discreditably upon himself or 
the organization conducting the 
strike.”’ .

MONGPOLISTS SEEKING

Pinchot Says That Congress 
Must Decide Whether ‘the 
Resources Shal} Remain in 
the Hands of the People or 
Be Gobbled Up by the Mo- 
nopolists. 


_ Washington, November 30.—Gifford 
Pinchot, chief of the United States 
Forest Service, has again thrown down 
the gauntlet to Secretary of the Inter- 
ior Ballinger -in the issue between 
himself and the latter, in regard to the 
conservation policy. 

He declares that congress will have 
to decide at its forthcoming session 
whether the great coal fields of the 
country shall continue to remain in 
the hands of the people or to be gob- 
bled up by monopolies, and whether 
the great water power sites shall be 
gZiven away to special interests or be 
controlled by the people. 

Pinchot Makes Known—Vlews. 

Mr. Pinchot makes known s views 
upon these,two “chief sources of the 
power of the present and future” in 
a letter to Dr. Lyman Abbott, of New 
York, in response to a series of ques- 
tions asked by the latter on “the na- 
tional conservation policy,’ which was 
made public today. 

Referring to the development of 
Vater power and coal, the govern- 
ment forester declared that in most 
cases, actual development of the for- 
mer can best be done by private in- 
terests acting under public control, 
but that “it is neither good sense nor 
. gcod morals to let these valuable 
privileges pass from the public owner- 
ship for nothing and forever.” | 

In answer to Dr. Abbctt’s question, 
“what is the danger to the conserva- 
tion policies in the coming session of 
congress?” Mr. Pinchot declares that 
it is “that the privileges of the few 
may continue to obstruct the rights 
of many, especially in the matter of 
water and power and coal.” . 
“Congress Must Decide,” Says Pinchot. 

“Congress must decide at this ses- 
sion,” Mr. Pinchot says, “whether the 
great coal fields, still in public owner- 
ship, shall remain so, in order that 
their use may not be controlled in the 
monopolistic interests of a few.” 

Congress must decide also whether 
immensely valuable rights to the use 
of water power shall be given to Spe- 
clal interests in perpetuity and with- 
out compensation, instead of being 
held and controlled by the public.” 

“Why is it important to protect the 
water powers?’ asks Dr. Abbott, and 
in reply Mr. Pinchot points out that 
it ts of the first importance to prevent 
them from passing into private own- 
ership as -they have been doing, be- 
cause the greatest source of power we 
know is falling water. 

“Under our form of civilization,” he 
says, “if a few men ever eventually 
succedd in controlling the sources 
of power, they will eventually 
control! all industry as well. If they

It was 
idle to pretend, he said, that such a 
change of procedure by the house of 
commons could affect one iota the re- 
sponsibilities and duties of the second 
chamber. 

Referring tb the tacking on of li- 
cense proposals and land valuations 
to the budget, he said that as both of 
these had previously been rejected by 
the house of lords it would destroy all 
the power of the upper house if the 
lords were unabbe to veto the finance 
bill, in which these were now included. 
He asserted that the budget had al- 
ready drawn capital from the country 
to an alarming extent, had stunned 
the building trade and increased un- 
employment, 

If Chaos Comes, 

He said if chaos came the responsi- 
bility would rest upon the ministry. 
The government wanted a single cham- 
ber, independent of any check, while 
the lords had been fighting for one 
principle, namely, the separation of the 
judicial and administrative functions. 

Lord Cawdor concluded by saying 
that the people could get rid of the de- 
cision of the second chamber by an 
election, but they could get rid of an 
autocratic single chamber only by 
revolution. 

The earl of Crewe, secretary of state 
for the colonies and lord privy seal, 
closed the debate in a speech, fre- 
quntly interrupted by ministerial 
cheers. Lord Lansdowne’s amend- 
ment, he contended, was the negation 
of all precedent and flouted all usage. 
All agreed that/it as necessary this 
year to raise @ large amount of extra 
money by taxation, necessitated by 
the claims of natiowal defense and the 
adoption of old-agé pensions.

leigh, Lord Cromer. Lord Lansdowne 
and Lord Morley of Blackburn. Lord 
Rosebery, during the course of his ad- 
dress, said: 

“This is the greatest parllament mo- 
ment in the life of any man born since 
1823.” 

In that year the last great struggle 
between the commons and the lords 
arose over the reform Dill. This re- 
sulted in new elections, the formation 
of a new cabinet and the continuation 
of the struggle, the ministers agdin 
leaving office. On the reorganiza- 
tion of the cabinet, under the menace 
of additions to thelr numbers, the 
peers abstained from further opposi- 
tion, and the great charter of 1832 
received the royal assent.

Ga.—-Dear Sir: Your communication of 
the 27th inst., received—I am at Eliijay 
this week, and hence my reply from 
here. 

“In your former letter you denied 
that you had any authority under the 
law to set aside a judgment and sen- 
tence of my court and order a dif- 
ferent one.

Brownsville, Texas, November 30.— Macon, Ga., November 30.—(Special.) 


New light was thrown on the Browns- 
ville raid by the court of inquiry in its 
session today, and a number of here- 
tofore undeveloped points were 
brought out, all of which are claimed 
to be detrimental to the cause of the 
negro soliers charged with “shooting 
up” the town. Celso Olivier, a former 
noliceman, and Manuel Morales, form- 
erly @ tailor at the post, were the prin- 
cipal witnesses. 

Oliveir testified he saw Captain 
Macklin, whom he knew well, picking 
up scattered cartridge shells the morn- 
ing after the raid. At the former in- 
quiry Captain Macklin testified that 
the shells were found in one place, it 
being alleged they were placed by cit- 
izens in support of a conspiracy 
theory. 

What Negro Soldier Saw. 

Morales told of a conversation he 
had with a negro soldier after the 
raid, in which the soldier said he was 
sorry a Mexican had been wounded, as 
the Americans were the only ones the 
negro troops “were after.” 

Among the other witnesses was Jo- 
seph K. Powers, of San Antonio, 
formerly keeper of the national ceme- 
tery at Fort Brown. Powers said he 
had a conversation with Major Penrose 
fcllowing the shooting, quoting the 
latter as saying he would rather have 
lest his right arm than have had his 


to commute penalties or remit any part 
of sentences for offenses against the 
state. : 

“In vour last letter you have re- 
versed your former position, and now 
agree with mé on this point, so I will 
take it for granted that it is possible 
for vou to commit error. ’ 

“By quoting at length in your letter 
from the decisions of the supreme 
court in the cases of Moody v. Davis, 
10 Ga. 411, and Kelly v. Strause, 116 
Ga. 894, In support of your contention 
that I had authority under the law to 
set aside the verdict of the jury in the 
Kellogg case on my motion or fix a 
penalty other than the one I passed, 
simply places you in a most ridiculous 
light in the eyes of the legal profes- 
sion of the state. 

“By doing this you may be abBle to 
mislead a few people who know abso- 
lutely: nothing about law, but there 
isn’t a lawyer in Georgia but that 
knows when the jury in the Kellogg 
case returned a verdict of guilty, with- 
out recommendation, I was compelled, 
under Section 63, Volume 3. of the 
code, to pass the death penalty. 

‘“*"You are the only officer in the en- 
tire state, from justice of the peace 
up, in my opinion, that does not know 
that I could not set aside the®verdict 
of the jury in the Kellogg case, in the 
absence of motion for a new trial, 
and that I had no authority to make 
-@ motion. 

“TI could not intimate any opinion as 
to the guilt of the accused or what 
verdict they should render, as will be 
seen from section 1032, volume 3 of 
the code, which is as follows: ‘It is er- 
ror for the judge of the superior court, 
in any case, during its progress, or in 
his charge to the jury, to express or 
intimate his opinion as to what has 
or has not been proved, or as to the 
guilt of the accused; and a violation 
of the provisions of this section shall 
be held by the supreme court to be 
error, and the decision in such case 
reversed.’ | 

“The cases you quoted from were 
civil cases. Of course, it is a well es- 
tablished principle of law that a judge 
of the superior court can direct WVer- 
dicts, grant non suits, ete, in civil 
cases, but he cannot. do it in criminal! 
cases—no lawyer will contend to the 
contrary. 

“Governor, you showed considerable 
temper in your last letter, you got 
mad. Instead of discussing the issue 
between us, you discuss the fact that 
1 discharged a jury in Cobb county a 
few weeks ago on account of a ver- 
dict they rendered. I did that, and 
the following is a correct copy of the 
order I passed immediately after te 
jury returned their verdict, to-wit: 

“The State v. Austin Dunn, No. 
1700, Cobb Superior Court.—March 
Adid. Term, 1909. The defendant in 
this case was put upon trial. Henry 
Baldwin testified positively that he 
purchased whisky from this defendant 
on different occasions, within two 


vears before the finding of this Dill 
of indictment in the county of Cobb; 
Will Bryant, another witness for the 
state, testified that he saw Henry 
Baldwin buy the whisky on one of the 
occasions testified to by Baldwin, and}: 
saw him pay the money for it; neither 
ene of these witnesses were impeach- 
ed, and no effort was made to im- 
peach them. The defendant offered no 
evidence, but made his statement in 
his own defense, in which he denied 
making the sale. An _ effort is being 
made on the part of the officers of this 
court to break up the illicit sale of 
whisky in Cobb county, which seems 
like has broken out In every corner; 
it is impossible to get the best citizens 

the county- to. testify concerning 
these matters for the reason that they 
do not visit or patronize “blind tigers.” 
lf the juries will not act upon positive 
evidence when it stands unimpeach- 
ed, it simply means the licensing of va- 
rious parties to sell whisky contrary 
to law. The jury in this case, under 
the above stated facts, saw proper to 
return a verdict finding the defendant 
not guilty. This jury is discharged for 
the term.

SWEEPING REFORMS 
PROPOSED BY SPAIN 


Premier Moret Wants to Give 
the Cities Self-Gov- 


ernment. 


Madrid. November 30.—Premier Mo- 
ret has published in the Gazette the 
text of a sweeping bill for the re- 
form of municipal administration in 
Spain. The bill ig to take the place 
of a similar project which ex-Premier 
Maura tried for two years to get 
through the Cortes. Moret’s bill, like 
that of his predecessor; aims at the 
decentralization of a power hereto- 
fore concentrated at Madrid, is more 
democratic than the Maura bill, and 
promises at last to give Satisfaction 
to aspirations for a species of ‘real 
local self-government. a Moret 
bill promises to please thé Catalon- 
ians especially.

Duke 
Became Famous 
Specialist. 


Bareuth, November 30.—Duke Karl 
Theodor, of Bavaria, died today from 
kidney trouble. 

Duke Karl] never.figured prominent- 
ly in military or political affairs, but 
studied medicine and became a fa- 
mous eye specialist. He maintained 
several private hospitals,* where the 
poor were treated free, and did much 
to introduce some sort of sanitation 
in the homes of the mountaineers.

SELLING GEORGIA LAND 
NOT FOUND ON THE MAP 


The indications are that a number 
of crooks are doing a profitable busi- 
ness in western communities disposing 
of fraudulent Georgia land titles— 
selling land that has no existence, and 


never had any. 

The second case within ten days has 
just come to the notice of Secretary 
of State Phil Cook through a letter 
received from Brobst & Son, of Knox- 
ville, Iowa, who are seeking informa- 
tion with regard to land which clients 
of theirs purchased, or thought they 
purchased, in Washington county, 
Georgia. 

The other case was in Los Angeles, 
Cal., where some parties were in- 
veigled into buying some land alleged 
to have been granted by the state in 
Montgomery county, but of which 
there is no record, showing it to have 
been among the fraudulent grants. 

The clients of Brobst & Son bought 
some land supposed to have been 
granted May 19, 1794, to Enoch Nilson, 
who is alleged ta have received from 


each, whereas the state never granted 
to any one person exceeding 1,000 
acres, It was also stated that thfs 
grant was recorded in Book EEEE, 
page 514, In the office of the secre- 
tary of state. The grant on this page 
in question is one of 200 acres to 
Jacob Hodge, and the name of Enoch 
Nilson does not apear in this book, 
nor in any the records of the secre- 
tary of state’s office. 

Brobst & Son wrote to the clerk of 
the superior court in Washington 
county, who informed them that there 


was no such land in existence. Ac- 
cording to their letter, they then de- 
manded an abstract of title from the 
parties who made the sale, and it 
was furnished, starting with the Nij]-

son grant as set out above, and ap- 
pearing to be in good shape. 
Their letter to Secretary Cook fur- 


ther states: 

“Now, if our clients have been hand- 
ed a package, or if the clerk of Wash- 
ington county, is mistaken, let me 
know in regard to the matter at once, 
for if these parties are selling ‘Blue 
Sky,” I want to know it before they 
get next, for I think it time that we 
put a stop to parties coming north 
and selling southern land that never 
existed.” 

There is no ‘doubt about the fact 
that the clients of Brobst & Son have 
been buying “Blue Sky,” as the ex- 
pression goes. 

In reply, Secretary Cook  inclosed 
one of his circulars, which has been 
printed for the purpose, setting forth 
the general facts about the fraudulent 
Georgia land grants. 

In seventeen Georgia counties there 
were fraudulent land grants, eovering 
more than 18,000,000 acres, for 1,000 
acres each and covering from 56,000 to 
1,000,000 acres purporting to have 
been granted to one person. 

There were fraudulent land grants 
in Montgomery county alone covering 
about 6,000,000 acres. The total acre- 
age of the county never at any time 
exceeded 1,400,000 acres, yet there are 
grants in that county covering 7,430,- 
000 acres. 

These fraudulent grants are now on 
the market throughout the west, and 
every now and then somebody gets 
bit.

Following the enactment by a legislature, elected upon a local option 
platform, of the most drastic prohibition law ever put upon any community, 
the people of Alabama have rejected by the startling majority of some 23,000 
an amendment to the state‘s constitution which sought to make. prohibition, 
absolute a part and parcel of the fundamental law.

A rubber ‘ball thrown against a wall with sufficient force will bound 
back, not only to the point from which it is thrown, but far beyond.

The rigid prohibition statute will, no doubt, remain for a time part and 
parcel of the Alabama law, just as it stands. 

But this emphatic expression of the people of Alabama has set ‘the 
pendulum in reverse motion, and it will at least tend to the reframing of 
the law. : 

The grave danger—a danger which confronts all radical action—is that 
the reverse swirg may, for the moment, carry it in the opposite direction 
to an anti-climax. We hope not, but ‘the danger in such movements is al- 
ways present. 

If the opponents of prohibition presume upon this as their exclusive 
victory, and, mistaking the true meaning of the result, lose their heads as 
the other side did, they, too, will be called to rigid account. 

The only safe and sane conclusion to be drawn from the result is that 
in. the long run extremism does not pay in politics any more than it does 


in anything else. 
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DIVORCE AND DIVORCE LAWS. 


According to government statistics, the country is rapidly approaching 
a proportion of one divorce in twelve marriages. More than seventy-five 
per cent of the petitions for divorce, whether in the Dakotas, Nevada, Geor- 
gia, or elsewhere, are successful; and the comparative ease with which a 
divorce may be secured nowadays, not only in those western states which 
turn their divorce laws into a bid for notoriety and. population, but in others 
supposedly more rigid in their regard of the married state, undoubtedly 
contributes by oe to the increased breaking of the legal mar- 
riage tie. -

The country is scarcely ready for the adoption of that suggestion which 
would make marriage and divorce a subject of federal regulation under ‘the 
interstate commerce clause of the national constitution.

In the meantime, judging by past record, the country will go on ap- 
proaching the principle of “trial marriage,” until the evil becomes so appall- 
ing as to compel action. 

Perhaps we may then look for anti-divorce agitation, iat diate con- 


jventions ahd anti-divorce political platforms resulting, in some states at 


least, in the enactment of extreme and radical laws whose frequent product 
j will be suffering and injustice. 

It is a question which might very easily bring about just such an 
agitation as that which was directed a few years ago against the corpora- 
tions, and somewhat similar results. 

Wise and conservative consideration and action now might easily pre- 
vent such a denouement with its probable unfortunate results.

Meade,” near Nashville, Tenn., on the 
Harding road, the former residence of 
Judge Howell E. Jackson, father of 
Henry T. Jackson, of. Atlanta. The 
property was bought by E. L. Hamp- 
ton, acting for a syndicate of Nash- \ 
ville real estate men, for $275,000. The 
property is located near Nashville, and 
the new owners will probably cut it 
up and sell it for building lots. 

West Meade is one of the historic 
homes of the middle division of the 
state. The farm, comprising 2,700 
acres, was a part of the original home 
of John Harding, father of General 
W. G. Harding, who made Belle Meade 
famous as a nursery for thoroughbred 
horses. 

West Meade was a part of the splen- 
did land estate inherited by General 
Harding from his father, who came 
to Nashville in the early days of the 
last century and settled several large 
farms, including Belle Meade, West 
Meade and Belle Air.; To this estate 
General Harding added several hun- 
dred acres of land, and when his chil- 
Gren attained their majorities he gave 
to his son Belle Air and to his daugh- 
ters Belle Meade and West .Meade— 
the former going to Miss Selene Hard- 
ing, who married General W. H. Jack- 
son, and Miss Mary Harding, who 
married Judge Howell E. Jackson, a 
brother of the general, falling heir to 
West Meade, and it was here that 
Judge Jackson lived while a member 
of the supreme court of the United 
States. He had been a United States 
senator from Tennessee, and _ Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland appointed him 
to the supreme bench.

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NPSHAW EXPLAINS 
HOW IT HAPPENED 


Says Alabama Election 
Was Nota Defeat for 
‘Prohibition,but Comer. 


—_ 


Referring to the result of the prohi- 
bition amendment election in Alabama, 
William D. Upshaw, editor of The 
Golden Age, who took part in the con- 
test, says: 

“The result only means that the state 
refused to incorporate a prohibition 
amendment in the organic law; and as 
one who has been in the heart of the 
campaign for’ several days, I am pre- 
pared to say that this was not done 
because there had been a revulsion of 
prohibition sentiment in the state. The 
Montgomery Advertiser told it pretty 
well in itg headlines this morning 
when it said: ‘Alabama Voters rebuke 
Comer and his scheme.’ After the last 
legislature enacted its strict prohibi- 
tion laws, I am frank to say that I 
think a mistake was made by seeking 
immediately to put the amendment in 
the constitution, Anyway, the oppo- 
nents of Governor Comer (and their 
name is legion) saw an opportunity to 
discount him before the people, and 
they began a vigorous fight, carrying 
the battle among the masses by hold- 
ing that the state had already had the 
best prohibition law of any gtate in the 
union, and this was only a scheme on 
the part of Governor Comer to go to 
the United States senate, and-the effort 
of somebody else to be governor. 

“It is not my province here to discuss 
the merits of Governor Comer’s admin- 
istration. His ardent friends declare 
that he hag redeemed his platform 
pledges. I only know that the anti- 
amendment speakers all over the state, 
almost to a man, declared that they did 
not wish to bring saloons back to the 
state; that if it were a fight between 
Saloons and no saloons, they would 
vote against saloons forevermore. They 
simply made it a personal fight on tha 
Comer administration. 

“It is glorious for a real friend of 
prohibition to see how well Alabama's 
saw ig being enforced, and the thou- 
sands of prohibitionists who held the 
balance of power and who voted 
against the amendment simply as a re- 
buke to an administration measure, de. 
clare that they would stand like a rock 
wal] against the return of saloons to 
Alabama.”

The ordinance committee of council |

The New President. 

Colonel Frederic J. Paxon, presi- 
dent-elect of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, is one of the most active, 
influential and successful business 
men in the south. He was born in 
Philadelphia, July 22, 1865, and comes 
of English ancestry. He has been a 
citizen of Atlanta for twenty-two 
years, having come here as a stranger 
in 1887, in. the service of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Publication Society. In 
two decades he has impressed himself 
upon this city and state in a remark- 
able way, and his forceful personality 
phas made him a power not only in 
business, but in civie affairs, in re- 
ligious activities and even in politics. 

At the age of 6 Mr. Paxon entered 
the grammar school at Camden, N. J.,

1 4-10 inches of rain have fallen. And 
again this is a record being only a lit- 
tle more than one-half the amount of 
wetness that usually is precipitated 
upon Atlantans in November. But the 
record is even more remarkable when 
it is remembered that of the puny 
14-10 inches the month can show, an 
even 11-10 fell not only in one night, 
but in less than 30 minutes, leaving 
only an insignificant 3-10 of an inch 
to be distributed over the other 29 
days, 23 hours and 30 minutes. 

The rainfall which came so nobly to 
the rescue in so'short a_ time, put 
in it appearance on the night of No- 
vember 23. Early in the evening of 
that day, it will be remembered one 
of the hardest rainfals in recent years 
made its appearance. The storm last- 
ed only a few minutes, but the rain 
fell in sheets while it lasted, and with- 
in less than five minutes after it had 
begun, several inches of water. could 
be seen making young rivers of the 
streets. Had it not been for this 
storm, the month would have been 
practically without rainfall. 

Apparently the advent of December 
is not to be allowed to interfere in 
the least with the brand of ideal 
weather which has been handed out 
during November. Yesterday was 80 
near perfect that you couldn’t tell the 
difference, and, according to the dope, 
today will be an exact duplicate. ’Con- 
tinued fair weather without material 
change in temperature” is the way the 
local experts sum up their expecta- 
tions for today.

Four Agents of California Clubs 
Prepared to Offer Great Sums 

. for the Jeffries-Johnson Fight. 
Thirty-Five Bids in All Have 
Been Received. 


New York, November 30.—Fight pro- 
moters with bids in their pockets ag- 
gregating more than a million dollars, 
will go to Hoboken, N. J., tomorrow, 
where they are going to pull off a 
formal event of unusual interest in 
the sporting world. Bids are to be 
opened at 11 a.m. for the world’s 
championship heavyweight prize fight 
between James J. Jeffries, retired and 
undefeated champion, and Jack John- 
son, the negro title-holder. 

Thirty-five bids in al! have been re- 
ceived, although all are not taken se- 
riously. They range in amount from 
$150,000, credited to Billy Garon, of St. 
Louis, to $50,000, an amount promised 
by different promoters. But gossip 
in sporting circles tonight sifts this 
long list down to five probable con- 
tenders—Eddie Graney, James Coffroth 
and Jack Gleason, all of San Fran- 
cisco; Tom McCarey, of Los Angeles, 
and Tex Ricard, of the west gener- 
ally. 

Wagon Load of Coin. 

McCarey has offered $75,000 for the 
fight, it is understood, while the oth- 
ers mentioned, in their own words, 
“are bringing a wagon load of coin,” 
ready to outbideverybody else or at 
least to offer the best o~traee in- 
ducements. | 

Judging from the line-up,’ almost 
surely California and more probably 
San Francisco, will get the bout, but 
just which promoter will win out is 
yet to be settled. 

Hoboken was selected as the place 
for opening the bids because the police 
commissioner has taken a strict view 
of the anti-prize fight laws in this 
State, and forbade such proceedings 
being held in the city. 

Both Jeffries and Johnson will shape | 
up in the same ring at Madison Square | 
Garden tomorrow night, however, 
when the public will have an opportu- 
nity to compare them. Jeffries will 
box with Sam Berger, while Johnson 
will exhibit his speed and cleverness 
against two of his sparring partners. 

Jack Johnson Won This Bout. 

New York, November 30.—Jack John- 
son, heavyweight champion of the 
world, has again come out unscathed 
from an encounter with the police. 
Magistrate Dooley, of Brooklyn, came 
to his. rescue when Johnson was ar- 
raigned today following his arrest late 
last night for an alleged violation of 
the statutes.in “issuing a challenge 
for a fight.” 

The so-called challenge was deliv- 
ered in a little speech which Johnson 
made.from the stage of a vaudeville 
house where he is appearing, and in 
which he said he was willing to meet 
Sem Langford or any 6ther aspirant 
for pugilistic honors on thirty days’ 
notice.

FOR THE FARMER 


Most Prosperous of All 
Years in Agriculture. 


So Says Secretary Wilson in 
His Annual Report --- This 
Year’s Cotton Crop Is the 
Most Valuable Ever Pro- 
duced. 


Washington, November 30.—In glow- 
ing terms Secretary Wilson, of the 
department of agriculture, in his an- 
nual report, pictures the results of 
the farmers’ work for the year ended 
June 30 last. 

“Most prosperous of all years is the 
place to which 1909 ts entitled in 
agriculture,” is the way the secretary 
puts it. The value of farm products 
was $8,760,000,000, a gain of $369,000,- 
000 over the preceding year. 

Of great popular interest are the 
results of a unique investigation con- 
ducted by the department, which 
shows that in fifty cities the. total 
retail cost charged to consumers for 
beef above the wholesale cost paid by 
the retailers averaged 38 per cent. 
The flower the grade of beef; the 
greater was the percentage of gross 
profit. 

In the upward movement of beef 
prices, the farmer, the report says, 
has not shared equally with the pack- 
er, retailer and wholesaler, but as to 
hogs, the case is different, the farmer 
receiving nearly his fair share of the 
higher prices of pork in the increased 
price of his unfed hogs. 

Secretary Wilson notes a great for- 
ward movement in enforcing the food 


and drug acts, the willingness of man- 
ufacturers to comply with the laws 


and to cooperate with the department, 


making the work largely educational. 
Secretary Wilson says in part: 
“Eleven years of agriculture, begin- 
ning with a production of $4,417,000,000 
and ending with $8,760,000,000! A sum 
of $70,000,000,000 for the period! It has 
paid off mortgages, it has established 


banks, it hag made better homes, it has | 
helped to make the farmer a citizen of 


the world, and it has provided him with 
means for improving his soil and mak- 
ing it more productive. 

“The most striking factin the world’s 
agriculture is the value of the corn 
crop for 1909, which is about $1,720,- 
000,000. It nearly equals the value of 
the clothing and personal adornments 
of 76,000,000 people, according to the 
census of 1900. The gold and silver 
coin and bullion of the United States 
It has grown 
up from the soil and out of the air in 
120 days—$15,000,000 a day for one 
crop, nearly enough for two Dread- 
naughts daily for peace or war. This 
crop. exceeds in value the average of 
the crops of the five preceding years 
by 36 per cent. 

“Cotton is now the second crop in 
value, and this year’s cotton crop ts 
easily the most valuable -one to the 
farmer that has been produced. With 
cotton lint selling at 13.7 cents on the 
farm November 1 and with cotton seed 
selling for about $25 per ton, the lint 
and seed of this crop are worth about 
$850,000,000 to the farmer. No cotton 
crop since 1873 has been sold by farm- 
ers for ag high a price per pound as 
this one. 


Good Roads. 


Referring to road work, the secre- 


tary says: 


“The office of public roads has con- 
im- 
provement by studies, experiments and 
object lesson work. Over $16,000 was 
expended in object lesson road work on 
69 sections of road, with a total 
surface area of 661,992 square yards, 
The operations covered macadam, grav- 
el, earth, shell, sand clay and burnt 
clay roads, and treatment with asphal- 
tic oils. 

“Continued progress has been made 
in the extermination of ticks that 
spread the infection of Texas fever 
among cattle in the south. During the 
year an area of 13,544 square miles was 
released from quarantine because of 
its having been freed from tigks. This 
area was in the states of virginia, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, rkansas, 
Oklahoma and California. 


Mexican Cotton Boll Weevil. 


“The insect enemtes of the boll 
weevil have come to be of great im- 
portance, and in one case 77 per cent 
of the boll weevils in a field in Loutis- 
lana were being destroyed by their tn- 
sect enemies, and at various points in 
Texas 21 to 48 per cent were killed 
in the same way. The extent of con- 
trol secured in this way {fs greater 
than that by any artificial means. It 
has been found possible to make cer- 
tain changes in the Planting and cul- 
tivating systems that will greatly fa- 
cllitate the work of the natura] ene- 
~s the weevil. 

“The marketing of farm ro 
by cooperative organizations» ante 
their headquarters at central points of 
production has proven feasible. One 
such organization doing an annua} 
business of $2,500,000 handled 90 per 
cent of its business in this way, add- 
ing to the farmers’ profits $150,000 for 
the year, 


Farm Practice, 


“Studies are being made of the meth. 
ods and practices on the most suc- 
cessful farms and the results used by 
way of demonstrations and  experi- 
ments. The use of leguminous crops 
in suitable rotations in the south has 
been encouraged and improved meth- 
ods of saving the seed by the use of 
machinery have been established in 
various localities. 


“Rapid strides have been made in 


this work throughout the south. It is 
an effort to help the farmer to help 
himself. It reaches and convinces all 
classes and apparently is the only 
means by which rapid and radical 
changes of methods long established 
can be secured. From one field agent 
six years ago the number has increased 
to 362, and from one farm under 
supervision to more than 60,000 farms, 
including those classed as cooperating. 
It has been influential in securing a 
better preparation of the soll, better 
varieties of seed, more intensive cul- 
tivation, the production of foods neces- 
sary for the support of families, 
teams, and stock, etc. 


Agricultural Colleges and Schools, 


“State agricultural colleges enrolled 
more students than fn any preceding 
years. The biennial appropriation of 
several of them have now reached the 
half-million mark; eight completed 
expensive buildings during the year. 
The Graduate School of Agriculture 
had its largest attendance. Two col- 
leges established graduate courses, 
New agricultural colleges Were estab- 
lished in Hawaii and Porto Rico. Ad- 
ditional agricultural high schools were 
founded in four states, and five gtates 
provided for téaching agriculture in 
general high schools. Boys’ and girls’ 
agricultural! clubs now have a member- 
ship of 150,000. The department pro-j 
poses to supply literature to pupils 
even more freely in the future than in 
the past.

. New York, November 30.—The move- 
ment of prices in the stock market to- 
day. was ascribed more to technical 
causes than to the reflection of opin-, 
ions or causes bearing on values, Peri- 
odical adjustments of the purely 
speculative position to the operations 
which that position is intended to an- 
ticipate always intervéne in the course 
of the stock market movement.
